GREAT BRITAIN AND AMERICA, 


CAUSES OF MISUNDER- 
STANDING. 


Right-minded citizens, both in 
Great Britain and Americd, have 
recently found cause for serious 
misgiving in the misunderstand- 
ing and estrangement into which 
we appear to be drifting. . The 
past six months has-seen a dep- 
lorable accentuation of anti- 
British propaganda and feeling, 
inthe United States: the rejec- 
tion of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations by our war. 
time Ally has provoked much as- 
tonishment and consternation in 
Great Britain.; Whar are the 
causes? More important, what 
are the probable. consequences ? 
What can we da adequately,todea] 
with an obviously grave situation ? 

These were sone of the. issues 
discussed by Lord Charnwood in. 
the course of a special interview 
with a representative ofthe Lon- 
don Observer. There is naman in 
this country more com-petent to 
speak upon Anglo-American rela- 
tions, for Lord Charnwood has 
spent the bestpart ofa busylife-time 
in the effort to link the two peoples 
moreclosely together, andisknown 
threugbout both countries as the 
author of a brilliant biographica 
study of Abraham Linco'n.. 1 

Lord Charnwood thought that 
the refusal toratify the Covenant, 
as well as much of the feeling 


British people, was due to the 
President's ‘attitude in’ horming 
the Democratic Party atthe last 
election, contrary to the general 
policy. of American Presidents. 
This action resulted ithe Party's 
sever defeat at the polls. 


THE PRESIDENT AT THE 
CONFERENCE, 

“Then,” - proceeded Lord 
Charnwood, “the Peace Confer. 
ence came in sight. There was 
a good deal of discussion in the 
newspapers as to whether it was 
a proper thing for the President 
to come over to Europe at all, 
and whether he should not stay 
at home, where he could remain 
in touch with American opinioa. 

“But though I think most 
Americans would probably have 
felt that it was better that he 
should be in personal touch with 
the European Trime Ministers, it 
did lend.a little colour tothe idea 
that he had come out te 
Paris in order to settle, among 
other, things, measures ofinterest 
to America on his own 
account, ii consultation with 
European statesmen, and without 
reference to American feeling. 
For he appears, during the period 
that elapsed before he came over, 
to have taken hardly any pains 
to get into touch with the Senate, 
or with the leading’ people of}, 
either party, or indeed with any 
leading Americans except his 
own personal friends. “ His con- 
duct at that period greatly in- 
creases the feeling as to his 
arbitrariness and his desire for 
isolated power. I do not want to 
enter into any personal criticism 
of Mr. Wilson; I have not had 
the honour of meeting hin 
myself: but the reputation he has 
acquired is evidently that of a 
somewhat self-centred individual, 
who does not readily take counsel 
with men of his own standing. 


MR. WILSON AND THE 
REPLBLICANS, . 

“When he proceeded to choose 
colleagues who accompanied him 
as delegates to the Peace Con- 
ference, and public opinion was 
anxious that in the delegation 
there should be. adequate re- 
[presentation of the Republican 
Party, there were several men 
were obviously capable 
of serving, and whose - personal 
weight would have added strong- 
to the Peuce Conference.

A PREJUDICED VIEW. 

“T should ike to say that this 
view of President Wilson's con- 
duct and charactes which is now 
prevalent appears to meextreme 
ly one sidedand prejudiced and 
to averlock the real 
greatness in his statesmanship. 
It also misinterprets entirely, 
what has actually taken place 
over here. But I have little 
doubt that this suspicion and re- 
sentment of Mr. Wilson does 
strongly exist, and an impartial 
observer could not regard it as 
urnatural. On the other hand, 
he would not regard the Pre- 
sident’s negotiations as discred- 
itable, however mistaken. they 
may be. 

* People ate aware. no doubt, 
that the tresty-making power in 
America is shared between the 
President and the Senate. In this 
case, the Senate’ are in slight 
majority to the opposite party 
and the Presidenc. Thus arises 
the: difficulty of divided respon- 
sibility which has caused some 
trouble in the past, and which, to 
an English critic, might sppear 
not to have worked well. But it 
isin the American Constitution, 
and it is a feature of the Constitu- 
tion which the Americans value, 
for reasons which. we English 
people are bound to ‘respect. «Ip 
js one of the safeguarts intended 
to secure that the American 
people shall not, by the action’ of 
their Government, find them- 
selves involved in foreign con- 
flicts against their will and their 
conscience. We are accustomed 
in this country to objection being 
taken to secret diplomacy as 
having its dangers for ourselves, 

“We ought to know and ‘to 
understand that but for the con- 
stitutional position of the Senate 
in the making of treaties, and 
of Congress as well in’ the 
making of wars, the Amer- 
icans would, ia this. respect, 
be in a more dangerous position 
thdn the English people. We can 
trust out Government avery long 
way; we can give ‘it in thesa 
matters really almost absolute 
powers, because the Government 
can, at almost any moment, be 
got rid of by an exhibition of 
popular feeling. Nothing .of the 
sort,can happenin America, The 
President, once elected,is there 
for four years, the President serv- 
ing his second term of office, and 
not desirous of a third, 38 ina 
position ofextremeirresponsibility 
which might be — extremely 
dangerous but for the constitu- 
tional check upon it. 

WHY AMERICA OBJECTED. 

“Therefore, when President 
Wilson, who hag the reputation ‘of 


prehensive of what he was going

Upon the old Universities we 
have grown accustomed to gaze, 
(says a writer in the Obsercer as 
Wordsworth gazed upon his leech- 
gatherer, wondering with almost 
suspended judgment when or, 
whether they will be enabled to;

Nor all asleep--in their extreme} 
old age.” In the matter of open- 
ing their gates to women, Oxford 
and Cambridge seemed to resolve 


», | from the first to regard the course, 
inevitably to be run, as a tortoise- 


race in which each should strive 
to be -last at the goal. But we 
have evidence now thatOxford has. 


ue tehanged its mind, and intends 


swiftly and deliberately to take 
the necessary steps in the path of 
progress. It is ten’years since 
Lord Curzon, a8 Chancellor of the 
University, urged the desirability 
of admitting women to Degrees 
in his Memorandum on Univer- 
sity Reform. His proposal was 
for the “nominal ” Degree; it ex- 
cluded women from the rights 
and privileges of the University; 
it gave them no voting, powers, 
nor made them eligible for any 
of the governing bodies. The 
timidity of the proposal was, per- 
haps, not remotely connected with, 
anti-suffrage sentiment, for in 
those days membership of Con- 
vocation of the University was 
a necessary qualification for 
the ,Parliamentary vote. Much 
water has flowed under the bridge 


since ther. Women caa sow 
not only exercise the Parliamani- 
aty Franchise both as “vi 
graduates.of the University and 
as citizens: they can sit in Par- 
liament, they can serve as magis- 
trates, they can be called to the 
Bar. 

The Sex Disqualification Re- 
moval Act did a deed of deliver- 
ance which was unexpectedly 
complete. No Perseus ever acom- 
plished in more generous spirit, 
nor under clumsier name, the 
release of the captive maiden. 
Incidentally, the Act removed 
the legal difficulties which block- 
ed the Univesity’s path in the 
proposed admission of women. 

We know that a draft statute 
oa tha lines Lord Curzon. laid 
down was provisionally approved 
by Hebdomadal Council; we have 
before us now a thoroughly 
amended statute, "or rather 
statutes, which are to ba voted on 
in the near future. These statutes 
give “full privileges.” Their 
result. will be not only to give 
women degress, but to admit 
them to theirfull responsibility as 
members of the University, to-an 
effective co-operation in the educ- 
ational organisation, and to the 
privilege of giving their services 
in any way that is. required. 
The University has long found a 
place for women as a sort of 
adopted daughters, enjoying 
many favours but few rights, and 
only a partial recognition. The 
women'have not ben clamorous 
in “asking for more;"’ they have 


made the most of what was given:.

; Londen, March 16 

In the House of Commons the debate on high prices was 
resumed. ; . : 

Sir Donald MacLean moved .a reduction in the Civil 
Service estimates by one hundred millions sterling. He urged 
that tho proceeds of the sale of surplus wa~ «torea should go 
to reduction of the doating debt. 

Mr, Chamberlain agreed as to the importance of a re- 


” duction of the floating debt and pointed out that the Govern- 


ment had’ begun to reduce the national debt and had ceased 
to. borrow in order to balance current exponditure. Ho ex- 


_ pressed concern with regard to the extraordinary expansion 


of business in the promotion of companics which tended. to 
result in increased competition for limited supplies of materials. 
and labour. He opined that those capitalising or recapitalising 


~ businesses on the basis of present inflated profits were taking 


a dangérous course. Mr. Chamberlain emphasised that the 
Government alone could not carry out the deflation of credit. 
Financiers must co-operate and severely serutinise demands 
for credit, He pointed out that the 587 millions sterling in the 
Cvil Service estimates was made pp as follows.—Forty-three 
millions for purely accounting, a change and not expenditure’ 
at all; forty-five millions for bread subsidy which he agreed 
should be ended as quickly as possible; twenty-three millions 
owed to railways for maintenance and rénewa] in war-time ; 
fifteen millions for coal, of which twelve millions are repayable 
with interest; thirty-six millions loans to Allies, including (2n 
millions maximum for relief loans to Central Europe and eight 
millichs for relief and reconstruction in Belgium. Despite his 
warning that new expenditure must involve provision for new 
revenue the House of Commons had ‘sanctioned tea millions 
additional for old age pensions; 4 millions for housing 
subsidy; three millions for war bonus to the Civil Service, 
fificen millions for additional education; twenty-two millions 
for unemployment donations and resettlement of ex-service, 
men, and 193 millions for war pensions. This made a total of 
548 millions out of 357 millions sterliag of which it was not 
believed one penny would be challenged at present. He asked 
how he coukd save in these circumstances? 7 
Mr. Horne, winding up the dcbate, said that during the 
first quarter of 1920 we had paid off an appreciable portion of ~ 
the debt and reduced the number of notes in circulation, and he 
believed the financial position to be improving daily.. There 
was no cause for apprehension or despair. He concluded 
optimistically as regards the experts outlook. . 
The motion was rejected. by 858 votes to 80. 


BRITISH BANKERS OPPOSE CAPITAL LEYY. 
London, March 16. 

Opposition By bankers to a capital lery on war wealth 
was voiced before the House of Commons in committee on the 
24th ult. : , van 

Mr. Martin, Chairman of the British Bankers’ Association, 
considered that a tax on war profits was undoubtedly just, 
but a tax on war wealth as proposed was a direct attack on - 
the thrift of a man who during the war had stint:d himself to - 
invest‘in War Loan. He would now see his savings raided if 
they exceeded two thousand pounds, while the profiteer, by 
scattering his newly-made riches, went free. Dea'ing with the 
effect on trade Mr. Martin said the demands on banks for 
Joans for legitimate purposes were increasingly persistent 
The trader wishing to do pre-war trade required at least three 
times the capital. It was a complete fallacy t6 think that 
because bankers’ deposits had risen there was at hand a 
surplus fund which could be tapped by taxation. 

. Mr Plain, Joint Manager of Lioyd’s Bank, denied that _ 
there was any war wealth. He said the proposal before the 
Committee would be the greatest blow to. the credit of the 
country it had ever-had. The tax would follow the great 
financial efforts made by the people during the war and aba 
less favourable time. He gave as the deliberate opinion of 
himself und prominent financiers and. bankers that if the 
suggested tax was imposed the country would be in serious 


danger of a financial panic such as the present generation has 
neverknown : °° ~ 


INCOME TAX. 
_ London, March 13 

The report of the Income Tax Commission issued this 
afternoon is.a Jengthy document of 652 clauses with a number 
of minority reservations. In a special section dealing with 
double income tax within the British Empire the Commis- 
sion recommends an‘ arrangement reached between the sub- 
committee and the Dominions represantatives, whereby 
Dominions income tax wil] be deducted from United Kingdom 
income tax, subject to relief not exceeding half the United 
Kingdom tax, also that any further relief necessary to give 
taxpay relief amounting altogether to the lower of the two 
taxes should be given by. the Deminion concerned. The 


‘-Commission admits that the administrative difficulties of 


giving effect to the recommendations will be considerable, 
but believes they can be overcome. 

In reference to foreign countries the Commission does not 
recommend any change in the existing situation as regards 
double taxation. On the genera] question of agssesement the 
report proposes that full income arising abroad from al] foreign . 
and colonial securities or possessions other than trade should 
be assessable in case of persons residing in the United 
Kingdom. As regards the trading operations of British 
registered companies the Commission considers the present 
doctrine ‘with reference. to control should not be weakened ; 
also where operations are carried on abroad by a foreign board 
or subsidiary company the parent company and subsidiary 
should be deemed to be controlled from within the United 
Binglom if the majority of the voting power can be exercised 
therein, * . 


_ BRITISH ‘TRADE. : 
London, March 18, 

A White Paper has been issued indicating Jegislation 
authorising the Board of Trade to‘grant credits up.to twenty- 
six millions in connection with the export trade where it is 
found advisable owing to circumstances arising out of the war. 

The proposed powers date from 9th October,.1919, and

Opinions attributed to him by 
Attorney-General were 
utterly detestable and abhorrent, 
he said. “At the hards ofthe 
Attorney - General.” continued 
Mr. Diamond, “even St Paul 
himself would suffer badly.. A 
grave injustice has been dane to 
me by the Attorney-General.” 

With regard to the English 
‘administration in Ireland, he had 
nothing to withdraw. “If I-have 
broken the law I am here to 
answer for it” he said. “TL have 
no: endeavoured to conceal my 
authorship of the article.

NEW ARIY OF TERRITORIALS, 


MR. CHURCHILL SXPLAINS 
GOVERNMENT SCHENE. 


The Government's plans forthe 
reorganisation of the Territorial 
Force wire announced recently 
by. Mr. "Winston Churchill, 
Secretary of State for War. 

The scheme, writes a Daily 
Chroniedt representative to whom 
it was explained by Mr. Churchill 
personally, differs very materially 
from theone which existed before 
the war. 

The tile “Territorial Force” 
has been dropped: in favour of 

‘Territotal Army,” and provision 
is made fr its recruitment on a 
voluntary basis to form a second 
line to the Regular Army and its 
Reserves’ Recruiting, will begin 
on February 16. 

Unlike the old Territorials, the 
new fore is not to be organised 
for purposes purely of home 
defence, but is to-be held in reserve 
to assistthe Regular Army over- 
seag in the event of another great 
national emergency. The new 
Territorils will be an entirely 
self-conlined force. and will on 
no account be absorbed into. the 
RegularArmy. 

The frrce will be organised in 
the folloring war :— 

Establshment.—Fourteen div- 
isions and one cavalry division, 
approximating as closely as poss- 
ible to the Regular divisions of 
the Arny. 

Strength.—At full strength the 
force waild number some 345,090 
men, but at present it is only 
proposed to raise about 230,000, 
as entisiments will be limited to 
60 per cent. of the war establish- 
ments of other, ranks than com- 

issioned officers, so as to provide 

“for the maintenance. of 
cadres for training 
purposes 

Mobilisation, The Territorial 
Army shall be embodied only 
when aRoya!l Proclamation bas 
called ‘out the Reserve. and-when 
Parliarieat has been informed of 
this act. No member shall be sent 
overseas until, a special Ac: of 
Parliament has beer passed au- 
thoriging the dispatch of the force 
to a thestre of war. 0 

Termsof Service-—All officers 
and men will] have te volunteer 
to undettake service abroad, and 
mus: bepassed as fit fur general 
service, Recruiting will be com-, 
menced on February 16, and 
tecruits will be taken between 
the ageof 18 and 38. ‘Older men 
will be accepted for certain 
specified units, and also as non- 
commisioned officers and -war- 
rant offters not below sthe rank 
of sergeant. 

Periol of Enlistment.—Three 
years fr trained.men—that is, 
those who have served for six 
monthsor more guring the war 
—and fur vears for others. 

Payand Bounties.—During the 
the whole period of their attend- 
ance atannual training in camp, 
officersand-men will receive the 
jnereaed rates recently conced- 
ed to the Regular Army. Non- 
commissioned officers and men 
will alo receive the increased 
rates of separation: allowance 
when in camp, and 
will ako be eligible for bounties 
vp toamaximum of £5 a year. 

“Costto the Nation. The cost 
to thenation will be between two 
and thee limes the amount ex- 
pendedon the pre-war Territorial 
Force. 

[The estimated ‘cost of the 
Territria! Force for the year 
1913-1{ was £2,785.000.

MR, CHARLES COBORN 
“KEPT aS HOSTAGE. 


How Mr. Charles Coborn, the 
veteran comedian—" The man 
who broke the bank at Monte 
Carlo "—came to be held hostage 
at Monte Carlo, as the result of 
trouble over the production of a 
film, was told in Clerkenwell 
County Court racently. 

John Charles Bes Masen, a 
cinematograph photographer, -of 
Ashtead-rosd. Upper ‘Clapton, 
sued W. J.-Corrie Jones, Heath- 
cote-streat, Bloomsbury, for £93, 
as balance of salary due. 

Defendant was interested in the 
production of films, said plaintifi’s 
counsel, and in March or April of 
last year he made arrangements 
with Mr. Thomas Watts to pro- 
duce three new films: “The Au- 
tocrat,”. “Father O'Flynn,” and 
“The Man WLo Broke the Bank 
at Monte Carlo.”’ Mason was én- 
gaged as photographer at £15 a 
week. He was naid his, salary in 
conection with the production 
of the films ° The Autocrat” and 

“ Father O'Flynn.” 

With regard to the “Man who 
broke the bank at Monte Carlo,” it 
was arranged that most of the 
scenes should be produced at 
Monte Carlo. 

.The company to take partin 
the protuction consisted of about 
a dozen artisis including Mr. 
CharlesCoborn. Defendant suppli- 
ed Mr. Watts, who accomnanied 
the party as.producer, with a 
certain amount of money, and 
promised that he would -remit 
further money through Messrs. 
Cook and Son. 

Arrived at Monte Carlo, work 
was commenced. In time, money 
ani filmsran short,and a telegram 
was sent to defendant explaining 
the position. 

At the hotel matters got) to 
such apiteh thatthe party were 
not allowed to leave thé munic- 
pality at all. . 

Afr. Watts was allowed to 
return to England, and saw de- 
fendant. who wired £50 on 
eccount, but that was net enough | 
t> satisfy the amount owing at 
the hotel. 

Relief was brought. by Mr. 
Charles Coborn. It was arrang- 
ed that he should. remain as 
hostage at the hotel As a 
s2curity Mr. Cobourn geve, the 
the hotel, a first charge on 2 
bnefit concert ‘that was to Be 
given for him in London. 

Mr. Coborn had paid what be 
could in satisfaction of the com- 
pany’s hotel bill, aud had given 
an undertaking to pay the re- 
mainder. 

In reply todefendant (who was 
not legally frepresented) plaintiff 
said they took 2,000ft. af film ro 
Monté Carlo. He was told that 
there would be-more to follow. - 

How long were you to be 
there?—-We were to be back in 
ten days. 

You were there’ five or six 
weeks. What happened to the 
film 2—It is still at Monte Carlo. 
The hotel peaple declined to let 
us take itaway. 

Defendant applied for an ad- 
journment, in order that 
mignt be legally - represented. 
He added, “‘Anything in reason 
that I am required to pay in this 
matter, 1 am willing to pay. I 
don’t wish any of the artists to 
suffer. 

Judge Scully said he would 
grant an adjourgment on con- 
dition that defendant paid the 
amount of the claim into court 
within seven days. .
